No sadder sight could be imagined 
than the picture presented today by 
a boatload of refugees, when the ropes 
Were cast off aud the craft swung out 
Into the bay and away from the desolate 
city.

There was 
not nu eye that was not moistened with J 
tears. 
So great has been the rush ti 
leave behind the scene of the storm thai' 
tho Lawrence, tile boat which connects 
with trains at Texas City, has failed t< 
leave lier wharf a single day without 
denying passage to a portion of those 
who wanted to get away. 
Today I stood upon the deck and 
watched a hundred men who had been 
unable to board her, as they stood with 
packed valises on the wharf aud watched 
her fade into the distance. 
Many of 
these men will camp upon the landing 
and be ready to board her as soon 
she is ready to receive passengers for 
her next trip. 
The partings at the waterside are piti­ 
ful in tho extreme. 
Husbands come to 
the gangplank aud kiss their weeping 
wives goodbye, turning back to the hard 
work of reconstruction which confronts 
them with breaking hearts. 
Scores of 
women, Overcome at tile last, moment, 
are cared for by strange hands, while 
those who love them, bound to Galves­ 
ton by necessity, can do no more thnu 
watch from afar and pray. 
Today I watched frail women, weak 
ened by days of insufficient nourishment 
and nights of sleeplessness, struggle 
aboard the Lawrence with a baby ou 
one arm and carrying a heavy valise, 
while tw’oor three little children tugged 
at lier dress. 
In ordinary times they 
woald have scarce have lifted the valise 
without help. 
The power which sus­ 
tains them is beyond mortal ken. 
At Texas City the Philadelphia North 
American lias established a relief depot 
which is doing splendid work. 
Th i 
journal has sent down a trainload of 
supplies, a staff of special correspon­ 
dents under Julian Hawthorne, a corps 
of physicians under E. R. Kennedy, the 
house surgeon of the Jefferson hospital 
and u baud of trained nurses under Miss 
Catherine E. Rogers, a graduate of the 
same institution. 
The special reached 
Texas City last night.
